F. Packard, J. B. Luker, and W. H. Crum were referred to 
the Committee on Memoirs, having died during the year. 
The name of H. H. Davis was called, and it was announced 
that he had withdrawn from our ministry and membership 
to join another church. When the name of H. R. Morehead 
was called, his presiding elder, C. F. Smith, stated that dur- 
ing the year rumors had arisen affecting his moral character, 
and that a committee of investigation had been appointed, 
and after careful investigation they reported no trial neces- 
sary. His character passed. Papers in the case were filed 
with the secretary. 

0. T. Hotchkiss moved that the name of W. W. Gollihugh 
be deferred until further information could be obtained. 

R. C. Armstrong, representing the Sunday League of 
America, addressed the Conference in reference to his work 
and the Christian Sabbath. W. W. Watts moved that when 
we adjourn, it be to meet at 7 : 15 p. m. 

0. E. Goddard read a resolution, endorsing President 
Wilson's administration, and pledging him our hearty sup- 
port. Resolution was adopted. (See Resolution.) 

Question 12 was called : “What local preachers are elect- 
ed deacons ?” Marvin J. Bigger, recommended by the Pitts- 
burg District Conference. 

Question 16 was called : “What local preachers are elect- 
ed elders ?” No one.

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Communications were referred to the Board of Educa- 
tion, and Committee on Bible Cause. 

After various announcements, the doxology was sung, 
and the Conference adjourned with the benediction pro- 
nounced by J. T. Smith. 

SECOND DAY— EVENING SESSION. 

The Conference met at 7:15 p. m. with W. W. Watts in 
the chair by appointment of the Bishop. W. F. Andrews 
conducted the devotional services. A. A. Wagnon read a 
memorial to the General Conference, which was presented 
as Report No. 1 of the Committee on Memorials to the Gen- 
eral Conference. Pending its adoption, Hon. Cone Johnson 
of Tyler, addressed the Conference; also H. E. Draper of 
the West Texas Conference, representing the Superannuate 
Endowment Fund in his Conference, spoke to the report, 
after which it was adopted.

H. W. Gillett, transferred from the Central Texas Con- 
ference; T. N. Ivey, editor of the Christian Advocate, Nash- 
ville; C. M. Bishop, President Southwestern University; J. 
J. Morgan, secretary Southwestern Agency, American Bible 
Society ; H. A. Boaz, President and J. D. Young, Vice Pres- 
ident, Texas Woman’s College ; S. R. Hay, North Texas Con- 
ference; J. R. Nelson, W. L. Nelms, of the Central Texas 
Conference; R. E. Nollner, Assistant Secretary Epworth 
League Board; W. F. Weeks, V. A. Godbey, C. Pugsley, 
transfers from West Texas Conference ; W. E. Hassler, from 
the Northwest Texas Conference, were introduced. 

Question 6 was called: “Who are received by transfer 

from other Conferences?” The Bishop announced the fol-

Motion to take from the table the memorial, asking for 
change in making appointments, prevailed; then it was 
moved to adopt the memorial. Pending its adoption, V. A. 
Godbey, W. F. Bryan, C. W. Hughes, J. T. Smith, E. W. Solo- 
mon, Mose Hutchison, W. L. Dean and others spoke concem- 
the the memorial, and it was adopted. E. W. Solomon moved 
to extend the time indefinitely. 

R. W. Adams moved that the order of the day for ten 
o'clock tomorrow, be “Our work among the soldiers.'' 

Second ballot for lay delegates announced by the secre- 
tary. There was no election. 

The Bishop appointed James Kilgore to preside at the 
afternoon session. D. H. Hotchkiss moved that when we 
adjourn, it be to meet at 2:80 o’clock this afternoon. 
Adopted. 

W. W. Gollihugh, through his presiding elder, L. B. Elrod, 
tendered his credentials to the Conference, and asked that 
he be allowed to withdraw from the ministry and member- 
ship of the church, and the request was granted. 

On motion of D. H. Hotchkiss it was ordered that we 
hold a night session beginning at 7:15, to consider the re- 
port of the Committee on Books and Periodicals. Bishop 
McCoy appointed 0. E. Goddard to preside. 
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It was moved that, after the first clerical ballot, is an- 
nounced, another ballot be taken, and the said ballot be kept 
sealed until tomorrow's session, and that no further ballot 
be taken until tomorrow morning session. Carried. 

W. G. Harbin was granted leave of absence after today. 

The first clerical ballot was announced. James Kilgore 
and Geo. W. Davis having received a majority of the votes 
cast, were declared elected. 

The third ballot for lay delegates was announced. There 
w T as no election. 

0. T. Hotchkiss moved to reconsider the vote, ordering 
that the ballots be kept sealed until tomorrow morning's 
session, and the motion prevailed.

G. W. Glass, Conference Treasurei% made his report, and 
it was filed for record. (See Grand Statement.) 

0. E. Goddard read the report of the Committee on 
Evangelism, and it was adopted. (See Report.) 

On motion the Conference adjourned, with the benedic- 
tion by E. R. Barcus. 



FOURTH DAY— EVENING SESSION. 

The Conference met at 7 : 15 with the Bishop in the chair, 
who announced hymn, “The Morning Light is Breaking.”

Resolutions requesting the editor of the Conference 
Journal to put a numeral after the names of the preacher 
in the list of appointments, to indicate number of years he 
has served the charge. The resolution was adopted. 

Announcements were made, and Conference adjourned, 
with the benediction by B. C. Ansley. 

FIFTH DAY— MEMORIAL SESSION. 

The Conference met Sunday afternoon at 2:30. 0. T. 

Hotchkiss in the chair, by appointment of the Bishop. The 
hymn, “Saviour More Than Life to Me,” was sung, and W. 
D. Bradfield led in prayer. 

The memoir of W. H. Crum was read by I. B. Manly ; that 
of D. P. Cullen by Frank Platt; of L. M. Fowler, by J. T. 
Smith ; J. D. Burke, by C. F. Smith ; A. C. Biggs, by H. A. 
Matney; T. B. Graves, by S. W. Thomas; J. B, Luker, by 
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L. B. Elrod; T. J. Milam, by C. F. Smith; W. F. Packard, 
by W. F. Bryan ; F. M. Boyles, by 0. T. Hotchkiss. Besides 
these preachers W. B. Jones, delegate elect from the Houston 
District, had died, and J. W. Mills read his memoir.

Your Board has considered prayerfully all matters coming before 
it and rejoices, with you, in the work of this year. There has been 
a growing interest in all departments of the Church’s work, and the 
educational interest has shared equally with the other departments of 
the Church in this development. 

Southern Methodist University. 

The Trustees of Southern Methodist University have furnished us 
with a detailed report of the condition and needs of this great and 
growing institution. Dr. R. S. Hyer, the President, was also before 
the Board and gave an encouraging report of its work and prospects. 
Its marvelous growth during its first two years has justified the 
wisdom of its establishment and the confident expectation is that it 
is destined to become one of the great universities of the Southwest. 
We are particularly gratified with the showing made by the Theo- 
logical Department. Its faculty, equipment and student body give 
promise of great usefulness. 

We make the following recommendations: 

That the assessments be the same as last year:

That the Bishop appoint T. S. Ogle and L. J. Waggoner students 
and Jas. Kilgore and H. M. Whaling, Jr., Professors in Southern Meth- 
odist University. 

Southwestern University. 

We are glad to have before us the report of the Trustees of South- 
western University. This great school has made a valuable contri- 
bution to the intellectual and religious life of the Southwest, and was, 
we believe, never more necessary to the work of the kingdom than now. 
We bespeak for Southwestern University the sympathetic and en- 
thusiastic co-operation of the Church that it may have the financial 
and moral support that is necessary to its continued usefulness. 

We make the following recommendations:

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We endorse the plan of the Board of Trustees for the liquidation 
of its present indebtedness. 

Alexander College. 

Alexander College has taken its place as a Junior College of A 
grade, and is doing a class of work that reflects credit upon the Church 
and its management. We earnestly urge the Conference to give its 
President, W. K. Strother, all possible assistance that it may tide over 
this time of severe trial made unavoidable by war and other untoward 
circumstances. 

We recommend that the assessment for Alexander College be $6,750, 
and that the Bishop appoint Rev. W. K. Strother, President of Alex- 
ander College and C. M. Kennedy, Financial Agent of Alexander Col- 
lege. 

Wesley Bible Chair at Austin. 

We heartily approve of the establishment and maintenance of the 
Wesley Bible Chair of the University of Texas, and recommend 
the continuance of the assessment of $500.00 per year for its support. 
Your Board makes these recommendations: 

First. That all Churches and pastors observe Vocational and Col- 
lege Day. 

Second. That S. W. Thomas and Clyde B. Garrett be named as 
delegates to attend an Educational Conference to be held in the future. 

Third. That we memorialize the General Conference to appro- 
priate $40,000 for the support of the Theological Department of 
Southern Methodist University. 

Fourth. That we urge the payment, in full, of all the assessments 
for educational purposes, including all the above assessments, also the 
assessments of $3,686.00 which is for the General Board of Education. 

Fifth. That the Texas Conference proceed as rapidly as possible 
with the endowment of the Seth Ward Chair of Missions in S. M. U. 

Sixth. That the Bishop appoint Rev. Jas. Kilgore, Conference 
Secretary of Education.

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BOARD OF EDUCATION REPORT No. 2. 

Your Board has heard with interest the report of the work being 
done in the Theological Department of Southern Methodist University 
during the summer term of six weeks. We believe this will afford 
many of our preachers a long needed opportunity to do special work 
during the summer and we urge the preachers to take this cpurse. 

Southern Methodist University is also offering an Extension Course 
on Tuesday of each week which may be taken by preachers in reach 
of Dallas. 

We call the attention of the undergraduates to the Correspondence 
Course which is offered by Emory University, Atlanta, Ga., and the 
Summer School of Theology which is conducted by Southwestern Uni- 
versity for ten days during the month of June. We urge the under- 
graduates to take this course in one of these schools, beginning im- 
mediately after Conference.. We believe that it is worth the cost to 
take the course by correspondence, finishing before the beginning of 
the Summer School of Theology at Georgetown and then attend the 
lectures at Georgetown. 

We recommend that the Bishop appoint Jesse C. Thomson for 
Y. M. C. A. work in the army. 

We recommend that Dr. J. H. Foster be elected Trustees of South- 
western University. 

We recommend that the Conference accept the charter proposed 
by Senator Cofer for the Wesley Bible Chair at the University of 
Texas, and that R. W. Adams and W. L. Dean be elected Trustees of 
said Chair, and that they be authorized to take such steps as are neces- 
sary for the permanent establishment of the Chair and for perfecting 
the charter. 

We recommend that our Conference accept the joint ownership of 
Texas Woman’s College with the proviso that this Conference shall 
never assume any responsibility for its present indebtedness, and 
that this Conference shall never be expected to levy an assessment 
for its maintenance until such time as there is worked out a corre- 
lated system for our schools in Texas. We recommend that H. B. 
Goodman, Knox Henderson, Dr. E. W. Solomon and Rev. E. W. Potter 
be elected Trustees.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Nov. 24, 1917. 

Your Board has had under prayerful consideration, the report of 
the General Board and desires to call attention to the central feature 
of that report. 

We are glad to say that there has been a constant growth in in- 
terest and contribution of the Church Extension work; the total in- 
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come has been increased year by year; the amount paid on assess- 
ments has increased each year, the Conference Loan fund is increas- 
ing in each Conference including our own. In view of these signs 
of growth we feel that we should strive in the midst of such trying 
times to hold up our record and thus be able to take care of the needy 
congregations in these times. 

We most earnestly call your attention to the plan of the General 
Board of Church Extension and the Sunday School Board to create 
a department of Church architecture. A special assistant is to be 
appointed to help develop Church architecture. A booklet is now 
being prepared on Sunday School Architecture, and will be available 
for the asking. 

Also your Board calls attention to the splendid list of pamphlets 
and leaflets for free distribution by the Board. This literature is 
readable and inspiring, and, if scattered in all congregations would 
create interest and bring returns. Use these especially on Church 
- Extension Day, place them in Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues. 

Many of you received David Morton’s biography, and enjoyed it. 
The General Board will shortly issue a Bishop Wilson Memorial 
Volume, and it will be sent to those who pay the Church Extension 
assessment in full. 

Your Board has asked the President to arrange for special repre- 
sentatives at the various meetings during the year. We especially 
request presiding elders to give these representatives of the Board 
a hearing at the Missionary Institute and District Conference. 

Your Board has asked the President, C. T. Tally to furnish the 
Texas Christian Advocate with such articles as will keep the cause of 
Church Extension before our people. 

We urge the pastors to keep our people instructed on the subject 
of Church Extension. 

We recommend that an advisory committee to this Board be con- 
stituted in each district and that this committee be composed of the 
Presiding Elder and Lay Leader and one other to be named by them. 

We recommend that the executive committee of the Board be au- 
thorized to rescind conditional or unused donations or loans during 
the interim of the annual conference, and that they have full power 
to administer all funds held by this board during the interim of the 
Annual Conference.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

We are glad to report that the past year has been one of progress 
in missions. On the foreign field the work goes forward without inter- 
ruption caused by the war, and our missionaries testify, “That the 
people are more responsive than ever and the faith of the native 
Christian is unshaken.” 

The income of the General Board was 40 per cent greater for the 
first six months of 1917 than for the same period last year. The sav- 
ing in interest alone from this fact will be sufficient to support a 
married missionary. This pleads more loudly than mere words for 
every preacher to collect his missionary money and remit it before 
District Conference. 

The interest in specials continues to grow and the living link is 
making a stronger appeal each year to the Church. Home missions 
is sharing increasingly in specials and this is as it should be. Our 
task is to cultivate the whole field. 

In view of a depreciation in exchange values in China from $2.50 
to $1.13, thus, more than cutting salaries in half, we recommend 
emergency specials for China. 

We call attention to the fact that 1919 marks the centenary of 
organized missionary effort among American Methodists. We rejoice 
steps are being taken for its proper celebration. 

Your Board rejoices to say that conference missions has made 
good progress during the year. We are unable to report the number 
of members received in mission charges, owing to death and other 
hindrances having prevented the sending out of report blanks. But 
the collections were better than ever before, your Treasurer having 
mailed the fourth quarter's drafts to the missionaries a month before 
conference. We are also able to appropriate for the coming year 
the full amount finally asked by every Presiding Elder. The assess- 
ments for the next year are as follows:

The Epworth Era is meeting all the requirements of the league 
work. The great progress this periodical has experienced has been 
made possible under the efficient leadership of its editor, Dr. F. S. 
Parker. 

We are glad to report that our Methodist Assembly was largely 
attended last summer, and we urge every pastor to see that every 
League sends a representative to this encampment next year. 

We thank the Texas Christian Advocate for valuable space for 
publication of items in the interest of this great work. 

We offer the following resolutions: 

Whereas, the General Epworth League Board of our church has 
ordered a church-wide campaign, to be known as the “big drive,” 
beginning Nov. 1st, 1917, and continuing until April 1st, 1918; and 

Whereas, The said board has set as its goal, and adopted as its 
motto: “An Epworth League in every pastoral charge, and every 

chapter meeting the requirements for a standard Epworth League;” 

Whereas, the statistics of our Conference show 224 pastoral charges, 
and 101 League Chapters, be it 

Resolved : 

First, that we, the Texas Conference, do hereby pledge ourselves 
to the limit of our ability to co-operate in all plans looking towards 
the realization of the desired goal. 

Second: That we not only encourage in every way possible an 

increase in membership of existing chapters, but shall seek to form 
chapters in such charges as are without same. 

Third: That we emphasize the mission of the Texas Methodist 

Assembly at Port O’Connor, not only as a summer resort, and as a 
place of recreation for our young people, but also as a training school 
and recruiting station for workers in the* larger educational and evan- 
gelistic activities of our church; and in order to carry forward the 
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missionary, educational and evangelistic interests of the encampment, 
we recommend an assessment of five hundred dollars for its support.

REPORT OF THE ORPHANAGE BOARD. 

There is no need to recommend or commend the management of 
the Methodist Orphanage at Waco. This Conference knows that it 
is well managed. But there is need of the Conference being apprised 
of the fact of the financial necessities that limit the efficiency of the 
institution. This was clearly shown by the reports of the manager, 
R. A. Burroughs, the field-worker, and the report of the expert ac- 
countants, all of which were presented to the Board. 

These reports show that there was this year a falling off of the 
receipts from all the patronizing conferences, except the Central Texas 
Conference. 

To quote from the last report referred to above, “The amount sent 
in by all six conferences was not sufficient to care for the main- 
tenance of the children, and it has thus been necessary for your 
Superintendent to educate the children, and maintain the home, on 
funds solicited from sources outside the conferences. This decrease 
in contributions from the conferences occurs at a time when there 
is an enormous increase in the cost of all things necessary to main- 
tain the Home.” 

The Texas Conference up to October 1st had only reported $2,959.00. 
As shown by the minutes of last year there were sixty-nine charges in 
the Texas Conference that reported nothing raised for the Home. 
This ought not to be. The manager of the Home has to refuse chil- 
dren offered because there are not sufficient funds to maintain the 
one hundred-seventy-eight now in the Home. Furthermore funds are 
needed to enlarge the capacity of the Home; the needs now are great, 
and the war very likely will increase this need by another year. 

Last year we reported according to the minutes $4,000 in round 
numbers. Shall we not raise $8,000 the coming year? 

Your Board wishes to commend the good women of Texas in their 
noble work of clothing the children in the Home, and doing it well. 
According to the report of the manager, there will be no slacking here, 
for the women of the church are not slackers. 

Your Board would urge upon the pastors of every charge to bring 
this cause before the people, and that this be attended too early in the 
year. Further your Board earnestly requests the Presiding Elders 
to call the preachers attention to this matter so that there may not 
be a single charge delinquent the coming year. 

Your Board further recommends that the pastors send all money 
collected for the Home to the Conference Treasurer as soon as con- 
tributed, and that the Conference Treasurer report the funds coming 
into his hands monthly. 
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W. T. Gray has been elected Field Manager by the General Or- 
phanage Board, and it is requested that the pastors give him access 
to their congregations.

BIBLE CAUSE. 

Your Board on Bible Cause submit the following for your prayer- 
ful consideration, viz.: 

We note that while there has been a falling off in the twelve for- 
eign agencies, as well as in nine home agencies, we are happy to report 
that our own Southwestern Agency has had a decided advance in the 
circulation of the Scriptures. During the past year this agency has 
distributed 153,055 copies of the Scriptures, printed in thirty-four 
different languages, at the hands of fourteen colporteurs, speaking 
fourteen different languages. Over 41,000 families were visited, 14,000 
of which were found without Bibles, and over 16,000 copies of the Word 
were given away. 

But now a great need confronts us. The A. B. S. has assumed the 
task of placing a copy of the Scriptures in the hands of every soldier 
of the American Army, in camp, field and trench. 

Over 102,000 khaki Bibles have already been given to our soldier- 
boys in the Southwest. And, best of all, the boys are reading the 
Book. 

But we have only begun to meet the need. The Society has agreed 
to furnish the Army Y. M. C. A., free, a million khaki Bibles. This 
means an immediate outlay of approximately $400,000. And purely 
on faith and credit the A. B. S. is pushing forward upon the prosecu- 
tion of this heroic task. They will furnish the books as needed. 

In consideration of the imperative urgency of the task, this Con- 
ference is asked to lay unusual stress upon the collections for this 
year. In addition to the usual assessment of $1,000, we are asked 
to join in the nation-wide movement of raising an additional war-fund 
of $400,000, the collection of which should be undertaken, in unison 
with other denominations, in the month of December, and not later 
than Christmas, this year. 

Brethren, the call is of God. For, while our Government is fur- 
nishing our boys with the material equipment of human warfare, we 
must place in each soldier-boy’s pack “the sword of the Spirit, which 
is the word of God.”

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

We, your Committee on Books and Periodicals, beg to submit our 
report. 

We rejoice in the prosperity of the Texas Christian Advocate. In 
spite of the increasing cost of material, our publishers have main- 
tained the high standard of material and mechanical execution, giv- 
ing us a paper the peer of any in this great country. In the high 
class editorials there is coming to the church at large, wholesome and 
instructive reading, equal to the best. 

We heartily commend the publishers for the return to a cash basis 
for subscription, and we recommend that all our preachers put forth 
special effort to increase the circulation in order to maintain the 
Advocate in this time of increased financial need. 

We have had before us the printed report of the publishing house 
showing a prosperous business, with a net profit of $144,509.82 of 
which fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000.00) was paid in dividends to 
the superannuated preachers, and ninety-seven thousand, four hun- 
dred seventy -four dollars and fifty-eight cents ($97,474.58) added to 
the capital stock. 

We note with pleasure, that about one-fourth of the entire volume 
of business was done by the Dallas branch. 

We commend our publishing house to the continued and increased 
patronage of all our people. 

The Quarterly Review has had a prosperous year, and is richly 
worthy of a larger circulation. The Christian Advocate is maintain- 
ing a high standard and worthy of a widely extended circulation. 
Some new method of presenting its claim to the church, should be 
provided by the General Conference. 

The Epworth Era has attained a circulation nearly double that of 
the Christian Advocate. We heartily congratulate our young mem- 
bership for showing this larger degree of loyalty to our church in- 
stitutions and manifest interest in religious reading. 

We commend to the consideration of the Conference a suggestion 
from Dr. Ivy, that the General Conference make the Committee on 
Books and Periodicals, a quadrennial committee, and call it the Board 
of Publication.

The inspirational conferences which were held in the dif- 
ferent sections of the conference in the beginning of the year were 
sources of inspiration, and from these conferences our preachers re- 
turned to their charges with larger vision of the need of evangelistic 
effort and with new determination to make the year one of spiritual 
development. 

We note with gratitude the excellent work that is being done by 
the Woman’s Missionary Society and the Epworth League for the in- 
creasing of spiritual life in the church. 

In these strenuous days through which we are passing the need 
of deeper spirituality is coming to the consciousness of the church. 
There is need of a more thorough consecration on the part of our 
preachers and the membership of the church.

LAY ACTIVITIES. 

Your Committee submits the following report: 

We are pleased to note an unusual attendance of lay members 
upon the present session of this Conference, and a canvass of these 
discloses the fact that because of pressure of other matters of vital 
importance and commanding interest, there probably has not been 
as much activity along lines peculiarly within the scope of the Lay- 
men’s Missionary Movement as in the past. 

In at least two, and probably more, of the Districts of this Con- 
ference, however, there has been notable progress made, both in the 
efforts of the district lay leaders, and also by the charge lay leaders 
and the missionary committees. The results in these districts vindi- 
cate the wisdom of the movement and convince us that with proper 
guidance and effort, the other districts of the Conference, might be 
able, following a year of similar activity, to report as satisfactory 
results, as obtained in these districts. 

As we have heretofore had occasion to do, we now with regret, 
call attention again to the seeming indifference of a great many of 
our leading ministers to this movement. As an illustration of the 
small place which the Laymen’s Missionary Movement has in the 
minds of many of our ministers, we note the fact that since the 
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movement was recognized as an agency for the development of our 
own church, in only one or two of our Annual Conferences has a 'meet- 
ing place been provided for the Committee on Lay Activities. For 
several Conferences now past, this committee has looked in vain for 
a room set apart for its deliberations. This does not argue that there 
is hostility, but it does prove that the lay members have responded 
so poorly to the obligations devolving upon them, as Conference, Dis- 
trict and Lay leaders, as to make no impression whatever on the 
ministers, or that the ministers themselves are more or less indifferent 
to the importance of the work or that they have no confidence in it. 

We believe that the Laymen’s Missionary Movement can be utilized 
for the good of the Kingdom. This has been done by many of the 
denominations and has been, and is being done, in numbers of Con- 
ferences in the Methodist Episcopal Church, South; and having this 
conviction, we again call upon the presiding elders and pastors, to em- 
phasize the importance of this work by following the Discipline in 
the matter of the selection of the District Lay leaders, the Charge Lay 
leaders and the Missionary Committees, and we emphasize the fact 
that too great care cannot be used in the selection of the Charge Lay 
leaders. 

We believe that a little more prayerful consideration of this sub- 
ject, and a little more effort towards finding “key men” for Charge 
Lay leaders would be rewarded most abundantly. 

There should be system in our church finances, and we recommend 
the “Every Member Canvass,” as a well tried and useful agency in the 
development of system, and in arousing the spirit of giving and pay- 
ing among the membership. 

This committee is convinced that we ought to lay such stress on 
the doctrine of stewardship, both as respects the pecuniary posses- 
sions of Christian people, as well as their intellectual endowments, as 
will bring about the general practice of tithing, as well as contribu- 
tions of personal work to the Master’s Cause.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

We, your Committee on Temperance, submit the following report: 

It has long been a truism that the liquor traffic is a menace to 
the spiritual man and it is being rapidly conceded that it is likewise 
a menace to the physical man. 

Big business does not want drinking men. The United States Gov- 
ernment has declared that whiskey and its attendant evils make in- 
efficient soldiers, both morally and physically. The better manhood 
of our State and Nation is being stirred as never before on the sub- 
ject of prohibition and as evidence of this we submit these facts: 

In the bounds of our own Conference there were at the beginning 
of this conference year seventeen and one-half wet counties. The fol- 
lowing six have voted dry: Liberty, Chambers, Grimes, Brazos, Rob- 
ertson, and Falls. The election is pending in Milam, and San Jacinto 
voted to remain in the dry column. 

May God speed the day when the Texas Conference will be all dry. 

We heartily endorse the Woman's Christian Temperance Union and 
the Anti-Saloon League in their untiring efforts. We also warmly 
appreciate the wise and liberal activities of Harper Kirby, the great 
silent but efficient force in the cause of prohibition. Likewise do we 
give our unreserved support to the movement represented by the re- 
cent Ft. Worth Convention looking to the closing of all saloons in the 
cities near which are located the army cantonments. 

We protest against the unwarranted and Kaiser-like action of 
the Legislature of our State in refusing to submit the prohibition 
amendment which was clearly and definitely demanded by the vote 
of the people of Texas, and we go on record as opposing, to the utmost, 
such autocratic methods and declare for local option, state wide, na- 
tion wide and even world wide prohibition, and in this connection we 
congratulate our Nation that we have a President who is wise enough, 
good enough, and courageous enough to close the distilleries of our 
nation. 

We endorse and express our appreciation of the work of the edi- 
tors of the Texas Christian Advocate and the Baptist Standard rela- 
tive to the temperance movement. 

Finally we endorse quite freely the work of Simeon Shaw, whose 
efforts were largely helpful in the victories of the past year and we 
recommend him to the brethren of the Conference.

REPORT OF BOARD OF SUPERANNUATE ENDOWMENT 

FUND. 

We submit the following report: 

The initial year in this Conference of this worthy undertaking has 
been full of labors and encouragement. 

The agent for this fund has been tireless in his efforts to lay this 
cause upon the hearts of our people, and wherever he has gone they 
have responded generously to his appeals. It was the judgment of 
this Board that the taking of collections was of secondary importance 
to that of creating and arousing a healthy sentiment for the full ac- 
complishment of this work. Our agent has worked with that end in 
view, and the results of his labors have been most gratifying. 

We believe that this policy should still be pursued until the entire 
membership of the Conference is fully aroused, when a determined, 
united effort will crown the undertaking with complete success. 

Your Board, in considering the amount of endowment necessary 
to pay our Conference Claimants as much as $500.00 or $600.00 a year, 
find that it will be necessary for this Conference to raise as much as 
$500,000.00 for endowment, and would respectfully recommend that 
this Conference set that amount as its goal. 

There is no question but that the church is ready to provide an 
adequate support for all the claimants upon this Conference. 

Our noble laymen have not realized the injustice that has hereto- 
fore been practiced, and are, with peculiar unanimity of sentiment, 
unwilling that this just reproach should longer remain on the fair 
escutcheon of our beloved church. 
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There is no sufficient reason why this great Conference should 
not raise the full amount of $500,000.00 within a reasonable length of 
time. 

We are happy to report the creation of the Dr. E. A. Goodwyn 
Memorial Fund by his estimable daughter, Mrs. W. M. Gunnell, and 
commend her worthy donation to others who may contemplate en- 
shrining the memory of their honored dead, by thus connecting their 
names with this fund. 

We would recommend further: 

1st. That the second Sunday in May, (or as near thereto as prac- 
ticable) be set apart as the Veteran Preachers' Day, and that all of 
our pastors be requested to preach upon the claims of the worn out 
preachers, the widows and orphans of our deceased preachers, and take 
collections for the same, the proceeds from same to apply to the 
assessment for Conference Claimants, the campaign fund, and the 
endowment fund. 

In conformity with our constitution we recommend that the mem- 
bers of the Board be elected in the following order: 

Laymen: 1. G. W. Glass, 2. J. C. Box, 3. J. E. Acker, 4. W. 
H. Bonner, 5. Alex Woldert, 6. T. S. Garrison, 7. Jno. T. Scott, 
8. T. N. Graham, 9. Leroy Trice. 

Clerical: 1. L. J. Power, 2. E. P. Swindall, 3. C. T. Tally, 4. W. 
W T . Watts, 5. W. D. White, 6. H. D. Knickerbocker. 

There has been $12,448.35 secured for this fund, $3,266.35 of which 
has been collected.

CONSTITUTION OF THE SUPERANNUATE ENDOWMENT FUND 
OF THE TEXAS ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF THE 
METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH, SOUTH. 

In the prosecution of a work which we have already undertaken, 
and in order to raise, establish and maintain a Superannuate En- 
dowment Fund, the income of which, in conjunction with existing 
provisions for that purpose, embracing our Annual Conference col- 
lections therefor, shall be sufficient to provide, properly and ade- 
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quately, for the support of our Conference Claimants, the Texas An- 
nual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, hereby 
adopts and pledges itself to carry into effect the Constitution of this 
Fund. 

Art. I. Name of Fund. 

Said Fund shall be known as “The Superannuate Endowment Fund, 
of the Texas Annual Conference, of the M. E. Church, South.” 

Art. II. Manner of Raising Fund. 

Said Fund shall be raised by voluntary subscriptions, donations, 
conveyances, devises, wills, and annuity contracts, or otherwise as 
the Conference may direct, and may include memorial gifts, bequests, 
and devises, all in amounts the minimum of which may be fixed by the 
Conference. 

Art. III. Incorporation. 

The said Fund shall be held in trust by a corporation which shall 
be chartered under Title 25, Chapter 2, Article 1121, Sub-division 2, 
of the Revised Statutes of Texas, and shall be known as “The Board 
of Managers of the Superannuate Endowment Fund of the Texas 
Annual Conference, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South.” And 
said Board shall have full authority and powers to raise, administer 
and hold in trust the said Superannuate Endowment Fund as herein- 
after provided. 

Art. IV. Membership of Board. 

Said Board of Managers shall consist of nine laymen and six 
clerical members of the said Conference, elected by the said Con- 
ference upon nomination of the Presiding Elders, and upon the rec- 
ommendation of the Board, and a Commissioner of said Fund, ex- 
officio, as shall be provided for hereinafter. 

The terms of the lay members shall be for nine years, provided, 
however, that of the first nine elected, one shall be elected for one 
year, one for two years, one for three years, one for four years, one 
for five years, one for six years, one for seven years, one for eight 
years, and one for nine years, annually thereafter as vacancies occur; 
and the term of the clerical members shall be for six years, provided 
however that of the first six elected, one shall be elected for one year, 
one for two years, one for three years, one for four years, and one 
for five years, and annually thereafter as vacancies occur. Vacancies 
in the interim of the Annual Conference may be filled by said Board. 

Art. V. Officers of Board. 

The Officers of the Board shall be President, Vice-President, and 
Secretary-Treasurer, to be elected annually by the said Board, who 
shall perform the respective duties and functions of said offices, and 
shall, with the commissioner ex-officio, constitute the Executive Com- 
mittee of said Board.

Art. VI. Quorum. 

Seven members at a regular meeting of the Board, and five at a 
called session, shall constitute a quorum. 

Art. VII. Advisory Board. 

The Presiding Elders of the said Texas Annual Conference shall 
constitute an Advisory Board for said fund, and shall assist in the 
raising and establishing of said fund, and shall appoint to and regulate 
the occupancy of any and all Homes that this Board may acquire for 
the use of the Conference Claimants of the said Conference. 

Art. VIII. Charter. 

The Charter of said Corporation shall provide in substance as fol- 
lows: 

A. The name of the corporation shall be: The Texas Conference 
Superannuate Endowment Association. 

B. The purpose of such corporation shall be to assist in main- 

taining, providing and caring for the Conference Claimants of the 
Texas Annual Conference, (the superannuate preachers of the Texas 
Annual Conference, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and 
the dependent members of their families, and the widows and de- 
pendent children of the deceased preachers of said Conference) and, 

accordingly, to solicit, acquire by donation, conveyance, will or other- 
wise, absolutely or upon condition, money, stocks, bonds, securities, 
choses in action, personal property, real property, and rights and 
funds of every nature and character, and to invest, re-invest, en- 
cumber, rent, lease and re-lease, lend, and re-lend, sell, deliver, dis- 
pose or and convey same; that all notes, transfers, wills, etc., through 
which any such acquisition shall be made by said corporation shall 

embody therein a corresponding trust clause, and shall be to said 

corporation, and that everything so acquired shall be held, used (and 
applied, and disposed of, in trust, for said purpose only; that all loans 
shall be secured by first liens on real estate) and shall be made on the 
then existing standards of valuation. 

C. The domicile of said Board shall be Jacksonville, Texas. 

D. That such corporation shall exist for the term of fifty years. 

E. That the officers of such corporation shall be the officers of 
this Board as hereinbefore provided for. 

F. That all money, bonds, stocks, securities, choses in action, 
personal property, real property, rights and funds which may be 
raised, collected, or secured for the benefit of the Conference Claim- 
ants of the said Conference shall be paid over, transferred, assigned, 
conveyed and delivered, promptly to said corporation. 

G. That the said Secretary-Treasurer shall be required to execute 
and deliver to the Secretary of said Conference, or its successor or 
successors, for the use and benefit of said Conference its successor 
or successors, a good and valid bond with some solvent surety com- 
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pany then duly authorized to do business in Texas as his surety 
thereon, in double the probable amount of money and securities which 
shall come into or be in his hands during the term of his service, such 
amount to be estimated by said Board of Managers by a resolution 
duly entered for record in its minutes, such bond to be conditioned in 
apt terms, for the faithful performance of his duties as Secretary- 
Treasurer and the safekeeping and forthcoming of all such money, 
securities, etc., and approved by the President of said Board of Man- 
agers. 

H. That said Board of Managers shall make, annually, in writing 
and present to said Conference on the first day of each annual ses- 
sion thereof, a full and complete itemized report and statement, show- 
ing all financial transactions of said corporation during the Conference 
year, and the amount, if any, of available funds for distribution. 

I. That all books, papers, and money of said corporation and all 
its affairs and transactions shall be subject at all reasonable times to 
inspection and audit by said Conference, or by its authority. 

J. That in the accomplishment of said purpose and in the per- 
formance of their duties, except as is now or may be provided by law, 
said Board of Managers shall be governed and controlled by said Con- 
ference, and subject in all respects to the provisions of this Consti- 
tution and to all applicable provisions of the Discipline of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, as from time to time duly ordained. 

Art. IX. 

Said Board of Managers shall have charge and oversight of rais- 
ing said fund, and all money received for said fund, together with 
all gifts and bequests, the custody of which is now otherwise desig- 
nated, the income of which is intended for the use of said Conference 
Claimants, shall go into the Permanent Endowment Fund, to be held 
by said Board, in perpetuity, and administered under the provisions of 
its Charter, the principal thereof to be safely invested, and the in- 
terest and revenues from said fund as it accrues, to be turned over to 
the Joint Board of Finance of the said Texas Conference, annually, 
to be distributed by them under the following regulations. 

Art X. Method of Distribution. 

All revenues and incomes from said fund, together with all money 
from whatsoever source, coming into the hands of said Board, and 
intended for immediate distribution to the Conference Claimants of 
said Conference, shall be paid to them on the annuity basis, as fol- 
lows: 

1st. The anriuity claim of any retired minister determined by this 
standard shall not be less than one-seventieth/ (1-70) of the average 
annual salary of the members of his Conference multiplied by the 
number of years he was a member of an Annual Conference, includ- 
ing two years on trial. 
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2nd. The annuity claim of a widow shall be determined by the 
number of years she was the wife of a preacher while he was in the 
effective relation as a member of an Annual Conference, and shall be 
two-thirds (2-3) of the annuity claim of a retired minister for such 
term of years, while she remains unmarried, and a member of the 
M. E. Church, South. 

3rd. The term of a father’s effective service shall determine the 
annuity of his child, which shall be one-fifth (1-5) of the claim of a 
retired minister. (Until they are eighteen years of age. Provided 
however, that until the income from said fund be sufficient to pay all 
such claims in full, it shall be pro rated on above basis). 

Art. XI. Commissioner of Fund- 

Said Board may nominate, annually, to the President of said Con- 
ference, a Commissioner, who shall have authority, and whose duty 
it shall be to take collections, and receive money and property for 
said fund, delivering same to the Board of Managers, and shall be 
authorized to secure and accept homes for the use of the Conference 
Claimants. 

Said Commissioner shall travel throughout the bounds of said Con- 
ference, keep the work before the people, keep an itemized account of 
all his expenses in prosecuting the work, and present same to the 
Secretary-Treasurer of said Board for payment as provided for by 
said Conference. 

The salary of said Commissioner shall be fixed and paid by the 
said Board as provided for by said Conference. 

Art. XII. Time and Place of Meeting. 

The regular sessions of the said Board shall be on the day pre- 
ceding the opening sesion of the said Texas Annual Conference and 
shall be held at the seat of the said Conference. 

The President of said Board shall have authority to call a meet- 
ing at such time and place as he may deem proper, and shall call a 
meeting at such time and place as the Executive Committee may re- 
quest. 

Art. XIII. Successors. 

The successor or successors of said Conference shall succeed to all 
rights, powers and privileges, reserved by this constitution to said 
Conference. 

^.rt. XIV. Amendments. 



This constitution may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the Con- 
ference, provided said amendment shall lie on the table for two suc- 
cessive days before the final vote is taken.

REV. A. C. BIGGS. 

Rev. A. C. Biggs, of the Texas Conference, has gone to his re- 
ward. Brother Biggs was born in LaGrange, Tennessee, September 
1, 1846. He was licensed to preach at Centerpoint, Arkansas, in 
1872, and was admitted into the Little Rock Conference in 1875. He 
served in this Conference six years, then was transferred to West 
Texas Conference, where he remained twenty-two years. He then 
transferred to the Texas Conference where he served for twelve 
years. Four years ago, he superannuated on account of his age and 
health. 

In 1867 he married Miss Elize Oakley, with whom he lived for 
fifty years. Four children were born to them, W. A. and A. A., 
Mrs. G. M. Clapp and Mrs. R. K. Traylor, all of whom are living and 
were with him during his last illness. His remains were laid to 
rest in Hearne, beside his wife, who passed to the better world 
just a year before.

JAMES DOWAN BURKE. 

James Dowan Burke — Born January 1, 1847, in St. Claire County, 
Missouri. In infancy he lost his father, and at the age of fourteen 
his mother died. At the age of seventeen he entered the war between 
the States as a Confederate soldier, and bore the marks of a wound 
received in battle. 

January the 3rd, 1869, he was married; his wife being Miss 
Emma Smith, of Saline County, Missouri. Six sons were born to 
them, four of whom lived to manhood, and came into the church 
of their parents — Dowen and Lacy becoming ministers in the Meth- 
odist Church. Lacy died in 1906. Dowen, the eldest son, is a faith- 
ful preacher of the Texas Conference. Brother Burke was forty 
years old when he entered the East Texas Conference, at Marshall, 
in 1887. He served the following charges: Sexton Circuit, 1888; 
Shelby ville, 1889-90; Center Circuit, 1891-2-3-4; Shelbyville, 1895; 
Chireno, 1896; Minden, 1897-8-9; Burke, 1900-1-2; Maysfield, 1903; 
Milano, 1904-5. At the close of 1905 he transferred to the West

Texas Conference and served Leesville Circuit, 1906-7. At the Con- 
ference of 1907 he was granted the Superannuate relation and was 
transferred back to the Texas Conference because the most of his 
active ministry had been in this Conference. Twenty years mark 
the period of his ministry on the effective list. While he has sus- 
tained the Superannuate relation since 1907, he served Corrigan 
Circuit in 1910, and Burke Circuit in 1911. 

James Dowen Burke endured hardness as a good soldier. In the 
varied relations of life; husband, father, friend, preacher, pastor, a 
word to be used very properly of him is faithfulness. His preaching 
was sound as to doctrine, though he was not what is usually under- 
stood to be, a doctrinal preacher. His preaching was practical; his 
prayers fervent; his gifts of exhortation and song made him a 
good man in protracted meetings. He was careful about his finances; 
even when the support was small his living expenses were made 
to correspond. 

Brother Burke was a modest man, never conspicuous or desir- 
ing so to be; content to serve where he could best serve. Many 
persons were brought to Christ through his ministry, and in this 
act he found his chiefest cause for rejoicing. 



REV. FRANCIS MARION BOYLES. 

Francis Marion Boyles, son of Judge D. H. and Mrs. Mary Boyles, 
was bom near Stockton, Baldwin County, Ala., Nov. 13, 1869. His 
mother died when he was only four years of age, but even this 
early she left the impress of her godly life on her boy. At the 
age of nine years he came to Texas with his father and step- 
mother, who settled at Reagan', Falls County. There in the public 
schools, he received his literary training and graduated with honors 
at the age of seventeen and went directly to the North Indiana Nor- 
mal College, Valparaiso, Indiana, and graduated in law two years 
later, and was admitted to the bar of Indiana and the U. S. Courts 
immediately following his graduation in law and on the record made 
in his examination there, he returned home soon after and his dis- 
abilities were removed and he was admitted to the bar in his adopted 
State at Marlin, when 20 years of age. Two years later he was ap- 
pointed County Attorney of Falls County and filled the place so 
well and acceptable that he was elected over and over to the same 
office until finally at the end of eight years of service he resigned 
to answer a higher and holier call. After resigning as County 
Attorney he was elected special Judge by the bar of his County 
to hold a special session of the District Court, and then in answer 
to the call that came from above, entered the ministry. Like many 
others he fought the call to preach, when first it came to him, and 
because of this hesitancy and refusal he lost much of the joy and 
usefulness of his early conversion: but in 1902, in a great meeting 
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held in his city “the joy of salvation was restored to him” and 
with it came again that call and a vision of greater help that he 
might give to a needy world, and he yielded to that call, and went 
to his District Conference and was recommended for admission on 
trial and was admitted on trial into the Texas Conference at Crock- 
ett, December 3, 1902. He was ordained deacon by Bishop Hoss, 
at Marshall, December 4, 1904; and Elder by Bishop Morrison, 
at Tyler, December 2, 1906. He served the following charges: 
Crockett Station, 1908-9; Huntsville District; 1910. At the end of 
the year the name of the district was changed to the Navasota 
District; and he served it for the year 1911, Marshall District, 
1912-13-14 and half of 1915; First Church, Houston, July, 1915, to 
March, 1916; Marshall District, 1917. 

His words were chaste and pure and he “set a watch before his 
mouth,” so that there should be no unwise or hurtful words from 
his lips. From the time of his conversion and surrender to the call 
to preach he lived the “life that was hid with Christ in God.” As 
a preacher he was earnest, clear, logical, and especially evange- 
listic. 

His last sickness and going away were pathetic and touching. 
Stricken down while serving our First Church, Houston, and when 
it seemed that he was at his best, and so much needed, he made 
a brave fight to regain his health, and for a time it seemed that 
he was going to win, but the flattering promise of returning health, 
proved deceptive. • He gave up his work at First Church, Houston, 
in March, 1916, and gave the balance of the year to rest and health 
seeking and was so much improved when our Conference met at 
Lufkin in November that he came with his old time fire and earnest- 
ness, asking for work. He was appointed to the Marshall District, 
where he had recently served three and one-half years efficiently 
and successfully. The people received him gladly and counted them- 
selves fortunate that they were to have his wise leadership in the 
district again. He entered upon his duties with good spirit and 
great hope, but the exposure was too great, the work too heavy. 
The closing of such a life could not be other than glorious. As the 
end came nearer and nearer, not a shadow fell across his path. On 
Sunday, March 18, 1917, his eyes closed to earthly scenes and his 
tired body found sweet rest, his spirit to our Father and lives in 
the home where there is no more death, and where goodbyes are 
never spoken. In 1892 he was united in marriage to Miss Mary 
Johnson of Reagan, Texas, and for twenty-five years they lived 
the happiest married life. They were sweet-hearts as children, 
through all the years of married life down to the end, and to-day 
her loneliness and grief are pathetic in the extreme. She proved 
to be a model wife and help mate, and her consecrated life, her de- 
votion to God and the Church, her love for the work and her faith- 
fulness in every sphere of life were of more help to him than can

be put in words. She and his honored father, his devoted step- 
mother, four manly brothers and a large circle of relatives and 
friends mourn his death; but “we sorrow not as others which have 
no hope,” but are comforted with the full assurance that he was 
ready when the summons came and is alive for ever more. He is 
worthy of much more than I have written, but this tribute is from 
one who loved him, and who was glad to be numbered among his 
friends, and is written at the request of his family.

REV. DABNEY PHILLIPS CULLEN. 

On the morning of December 25, 1916, at his home in Hallsville, 

D. P. Cullen answered the long roll of Heaven. How fitting that 
he should be called on the day that commemorates the birth of the 
blessed Savior whom he loved and served so long, and so well. 

Dabney Phillips Cullen was the son of Charles and Rebecca Cul- 
len, and was born in Lauderdale County, Tennessee, July 6, 1833. 
In his tenth year he gave his heart and life to God and in 1846, 
near the city of Mexico, Missouri, joined the M. E. Church, South. 
He was licensed to preach by the Vernon Quarterly Conference, 
of the Vernon District, Louisiana Conference. Joel Sanders, P. 

E. , and Richmond Randle, P. C.; admitted on trial in the Louisiana 

Conference, December, 1855, Bishop Kavanaugh presiding. In that 
Conference he served the following works: First year, Dugdamonia 

Circuit; second year, Washita Circuit; third and fourth years, Farm- 
ersville Circuit; from 1860 to 1864, Montgomery, and Chaplin in 
the 27th Louisiana Regiment. In the Fall of 1864 he was transferred 
to the East Texas Conference, and there served the following 
charges: From 1865 to 1871, Palestine and Kickapoo Circuits; 1872- 
1875, Presiding Elder Crockett District; 1876-1877, Presiding Elder 
Tyler District; 1878-1880, Crockett Station; 1881-1882, Longview, 
Station; 1883-1885, Crockett Circuit; 1886 Mineola Station; 1887-1890 
Edom Circuit; 1891-1893 Canton Circuit; 1894-1897 Hallville Cir- 
cuit; 1898-1899 Arleston Circuit; 1900-1902 Kellyville Circuit. 

In the fall of 1902 he obtained the Superannuate relation. Thus 
for forty-seven years he was in the active ministry. In all these 
years, the writer believes it can be truthfully said of him that 
he never sought in any way to influence or make his appointment, 
but served the hardest Circuits, best Stations and Districts with 
the same degree of cheerfulness and fidelity. 

Leading souls to Christ, and preaching the Gospel was his su- 
preme passion, and as a revivalist he had but few equals. But a 
short while before his death he said, “The love and confidence of 
the people to whom I have preached is next to Heaven to me.” 

Hon. J. W. Madden, of Crockett, said that he knew him as well 
as he ever knew anyone outside his own immediate family, in a 
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beautiful tribute said: “I knew him in his younger days, in the 

prime of life, and in his old age. I knew his unspotted character, 
I knew the unselfish and commendable motives that actuated and 
controlled his life and conduct. I knew him when he was in the 
zenith of his strength, and in the full possession of all his faculties; 
I knew him as a man, as a citizen and as a preacher, and as a 
Christian. In his palmist days he had few equals and no superiors 
as a pastor and expounder of the Gospel of Christ.” 

Bro. Cullen was not a scholarly man, not highly educated — but 
he was well informed. He was a close student, a oonstant reader 
of the best literature and above all supplied with a remarkable 
fund of common sense. He was exceptionally logical and versatile 
in thought, and in powers of analysis had but few equals. On doc- 
trinal questions he was clear and convincing, but his soul reveled 
in the great themes of the Gospel — Repentance, Faith, Regenera- 
tion and the Witness of the Spirit. 

Bro. Cullen was mighty in prayer.. He knew God, and talked 
to Him with the assurance of faith. 

He was thrice married. To the first union seven children were 
born, three of whom are still living: Rev. J. W. Cullen, a member 
of the Texas Conference, Mattie L. wife of Rev. J. F. Archer of 
the North Texas Conference and Mrs. Dora Wills of Durant, Okla. 
To the second, Joel Bennet, a leading merchant of Hallsville, who 
was the mainstay and comfort of his declining years, truly a noble 
son of a noble father. The last wife (who survives him) was no 
doubt the gift of a tender Father’s love for his declining years. 
Devoted, forgetful of self, she literally lived for his comfort and hap- 
piness. 

“Servant of God well done, Rest from thy loved employ.” 



WILLIAM HARRY CRUM. 

( 1872 - 1916 .) 

William Harry Crum, devoted son of Mr. and Mrs. P. R. Crum, 
was bom January 25, 1872, in Freemont County, Iowa, and moved 
to Missouri with his parents when he was about three years old. 

He was converted and joined the Methodist Church at the age 
of fourteen, and was licensed to preach in the spring of 1893 on 
Jamestown Circuit, near California, Mo. 

His childhood was spent on a farm with a large family, under 
careful, painstaking, loving parents, where he grew up in sim- 
plicity and purity, and developed a noble character without a blemish. 

He was ordained Deacon September 22, 1895, at Webb City, Mo., 
Southwest Missouri Conference, by Bishop W. W. Duncan; ordained 
Elder September 26, 1897, by Bishop Oscar P. Fitzgerald at Slater, 
Mo., and was received into the Southwest Missouri Conference Sep- 
tember, 1893, at Booneville. 
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He served in his home Conference the following charges: Her- 
mitage, Lebanon, Walker, Willard and Lucas Circuits; and Miami 
and Mt. Carmel, Monette and Webb City Stations. 

He was transferred in November, 1906, to the Texas Conference 
by Bishop Key, and stationed at Tabernacle Church, Houston. His 
next appointment w r as Lufkin. Then he spent two years in Evangel- 
istic work, with good success and with credit both to himself and 
the Church. 

At the conclusion of this work he was sent to Mineola, then to 
Port Arthur, where he remained three years, and accomplished a 
work which brought the appointment to the class of the best in the 
Conference. 

In November, 1916, at the Conference in Lufkin, Bishop James 
H. McCoy appointed him to Nacogdoches Station, where he spent 
about six weeks with his characteristic holy ambition, when after 
prayer meeting on Wednesday, December the 27th, seemingly in 
perfect health, he heard the Father’s call, “come home” and the pure, 
noble spirit of Harry Crum went away to be at home with God. 

Brother Crum was married March 4, 1896, to Miss Anna Gordon, 
at Walker, Mo. She proved to him a true helpmate and an ideal 
preacher’s wife. Two daughters blessed this ui$on, |Helen and 
Katherine, who will always feel honored in being the children of 
so good and noble a father. 

His devotion to his wife and children, and affectionate care, was 
all that any heart could wish or crave. 

Every energy of his life was consecrated to God that he might 
attain the highest measure of usefulness. With his consecration 
there was mingled a great passion and burning, intelligent zeal 
to establish righteousness in the hearts of the people. 

Brother Crum lived on the sunny side of life — was intelligent, 
industrious, studious, gentle and unassuming. His preaching, there- 
fore, was strong, evangelical and uplifting to Christian life, always 
pointing sinners to the Lamb of God.

REV. LITTLETON MORRIS FOWLER. 

L. M. Fowler was born in the Republic of Texas, Sabine County, 
Oct. 15, 1841, near McMahans Chapel, beneath the pulpit of which 
is the grave of his sainted father. And nearby he was converted 
and joined the church, and by this church, (McMahans Chapel) was 
recommended to the Quarterly Conference of Milam Circuit for 
license to preach, and was licensed by J. R. Bellamy, P. E., in 1875, 
and preached his first sermon in this church, and by the fourth 
Quarterly Conference of this same charge, in 1875, was recommended 
to the East Texas Conference and was admitted on trial at Carthage, 
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and was sent to Milam Circuit as his first charge. 

Littleton M. Fowler sprang from good stock, being the only son 
of Rev. and Mrs. Littleton Fowler. His father was one of the 
pioneer preachers of this country, being sent out by our Church as 
one of the first Missionaries to Texas in 1837, and was the first 
Presiding Elder of the San Augustine District. His mother was a 
talented, gifted and educated woman. He was sent to McKenzie 
College under “Old Master,” at Clarkesville, in 1857, being then 16 
years old. He remained here till 1860. His college days fixed on 
him the student habit and he became a well educated man. He 
joined the Confederate Army in the Company of Capt. John L. 
Camp of the 14th Texas Cavalry, in 1862, and battled for the lost 
cause till its sun set to rise no more. 

In Tuscaloosa, Alabama, April 18, 1865, he was happily mar- 
ried to Miss Augusta Isabell Lynch of that city, and in 1872, re- 
turned with his family to his home in Sabine County, Texas. There 
were born to him two sons and six daughters. The mother of these 
children died in New York, Texas, Dec. 4, 1879. His second mar- 
riage was to Miss Regina Anne Walker, on Feb. 3, 1881. Never 
did God give to a family of motherless children a better mother, 
and to a bereaved Methodist preacher a better wife than Regina 
Anne Walker. Two children were bom of this marriage, one died 
in infancy, the other lives, and with five children of his first mar- 
riage, and her mother, they abide until the summon of the master. 

Our Brother was for thirty-five years an active preacher, serv- 
ing the following charges: 1876-77, Milam Circuit; 1878, Coffeville 
Mission; 1879, New York Circuit; 1880, Kickapoo Circuit; 1881-82- 
83-84, Jacksonville Circuit; 1885-86-87, Kilgore Circuit; 1888, Con- 
ference Colporteur and financial agent of the Alexander Institute 
then located at Kilgore. In 1889 he was on the Church Hill Circuit. 
1890-91-92, Longview Station; 1893, Crockett Station; 1894-95-96-97 
Presiding Elder on the Palestine District. In 1898 and 1899 the 
Marshall District; 1900, Henderson Station; 1901-02, Athens Sta- 
tion; 1903-04-05, Brenham Station; 1906-07 and *08, Cartwright 
Chapel, Beaumont; 1909-10, San Augustine Station. At the close 
of this year, 1910, he was given the Superannuate relation at the 
Conference in Galveston. He was ordained Deacon in 1877 at Crockett 
by Bishop Wightman, and Elder in Palestine on Dec. 7, 1879, by 
Bishop H. N. McTyeire. His ministry was fruitful, hundreds being 
converted and brought into the Church. The church life of every 
church served by him was developed and lifted to higher ideals. 
He built churches and parsonages, and all church property was 
well cared for. It was fitting that this long and useful ministry 
should terminate in San Augustine. His honored father built the 
first Methodist Church in that town, and he, during 1909 and 1910, 
built the third and last one. 

It is no surprise that on receiving his discharge on January 20, 
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1917, that the end was peace and that there was upon his lips the 
shout of Victory. 

Brother Fowler filled efficiently at some time a place on every 
important Board and Committee of his Conference, was a trustee 
of the Alexander College for a time, and Curator of Southwestern 
University. He was a workman that needed not to be ashamed, 
and at the end of 75 years, 3 months, and 5 days “He was not; for 
God took him.”

REV. THOMAS B. GRAVES. 

T. B. Graves was bom in Morgan County, 111., January 31, 1836 — 
Died in Llano, at the home of his grandson, who was pastor of our 
Church there, on the 23rd day of August, 1917. I do not know 
when he came to Texas, but he gives the date and place of his 
conversion as 1852, at Waugh's Camp Ground, Burleson County, 
Texas. He was licensed to preach November 27, 1877, B. F. Gassa- 
way, pastor, W. G. Connor, P. E. He was admitted on trial in the 
traveling connection in the Texas Conference, at Bryan, December, 
1882, Bishop Parker presiding. He was ordained deacon in Houston 
by Bishop Keener, Nov. 27, 1881, and Elder at Galveston by Bishop 
McTyeire, December 7, 1884. He served Madisonville Circuit, 1881- 
82 ; Maysville Circuit, 1883-84; Giddings, 1885-87; Weimar, 1888-90; 
Columbia and Brazoria, 1891; Fairfield, 1892; Alvin, 1893-94; West 
End, Galveston, 1895—1897; Smithville, 1898-99; Conroe, 1900; Manor, 
1901-1904. In 1902, Austin District, in which Manor is situated, 
was ceded to the West Texas Conference. After finishing his 
quadrennium, then he was transferred back to his home Conference 
and took the superannuated relation. This in short is the itinerant 
career of our deceased brother. 

T. B. Graves was a very quiet, unassuming, modest brother. He 
received his appointment as coming from GOD and His organized 
Church; went to them without a murmur and filled them to the 
best of his ability. 

He was an orthodox Methodist as that statement would have 
been understood seventy-five years ago. He professed, and, as I 
believe practiced, as best he knew, the Sanctified Life. 

I am sure the people to whom he ministered would bear testi- 
mony that he was a loyal, faithful Methodist preacher.

REV. J. B. LUKER. 

James Burette Luker was born in Choctaw County, Alabama, 
May 30, 1850. His mother died May 20, 1851, and his father died 
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October 15, 1862. He lived with a married sister until his older 
brothers returned from the Civil War, after which he lived with 
his brothers until he removed to Texas in 1872. He located near 
Alto, Cherokee County, and on January 2, 1873, he married Miss 
Sirena Augusta Green. To this union were born eight children, 
six of whom are living — Mrs. Clara Hale, Alto; J. R. Luker, Kirvin; 
Mrs. S. R. Parker, Lufkin; Rev. F. E. Luker, preacher in charge 
Wills Point Station; Mrs. F. W. Leaverton, Grapeland and Albert 
H. Luker, Grapeland. Two children, Bertha Oleta and Lillian Leota, 
died several years ago. Bro. Luker was converted in boyhood, but 
wandered away from God until early manhood, when he was re- 
claimed. He felt the call to preach in early life, but did not give 
himself to the work until his 37th year. On December 21, 1910, he 
was married to Miss Annie Gregg Price of Center, Texas, to which 
union were born two children — Price and Floyd Gamer — the latter, 
with his mother, surviving the father and husband. For some weeks 
Bro. Luker had been ill, but expected to attend the Annual Confer- 
ence at Lufkin, but he was unable to be present. I was called to 
his bedside by his son, Bro. Frank Luker, and upon arrival found 
all the children standing near his bed, while he was giving instruc- 
tions as to the disposition of the old home and the care of Mrs. 
Luker and little Floyd. After having gone over these matters 
explicitly he asked me to come to his bedside and read the twenty- 
third Psalm, part of the fourteenth chapter of St. John, sing 
“Amazing Grace,” and have prayer. He joined in singing every 
stanza of the old hymn and at the close he remarked, “Now I am 
ready to go.” And he was. He lingered until Sunday night, Nov. 
27, 1916, and passed away. We placed his tired body by the side 
of his loved ones in Mt. Zion Cemetery, near Alto. 

He was a man of character and his very presence was an uplift. 
Like Barnabas he was a good man and full of the Holy Ghost. His 
mantel had fallen upon his son, Frank, whom we all love, and who 
so much resembles his sainted father. I miss him and his wise 
counsel. As we walked out of the death chamber one of his sons 
said, “At times in my life I have been inclined to doubt some of the 
Christian’s doctrine pertaining to death, but I have seen my father 
pass away with such abiding confidence in the hope of the life 
beyond, I am fixed in my father’s faith.”

THOMAS JEFFERSON MILAM. 

Thomas Jefferson Milam was born in Johnson County, Ark., Feb. 
22, 1843. He was the son of Solomon and Elizabeth Milam. In 1869, 
in Van Zandt County, Texas, he was converted to God, under the 
ministry of W. A. Shook and joined the Church at Holly Springs. 
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While the record is silent as to his life before this date, it is easy 
to believe, from long and intimate association with Bro. Milam, 
that he was, even before his conversion, an exemplary young man. 

He was licensed to preach in 1871, J. G. Davis, Presiding Elder. 
Admitted on trial in the North Texas Conference, at Sulphur Springs, 
1872; ordained Deacon, 1874, at Denton, by Bishop H. N. McTyeire; 
and Elder by Bishop D. S. Doggett, at Longview, in 1876. 

His ministry covered a period of forty-five years, serving the 
following charges: Bonham Circuit, 1872, Junior Preacher under J. 
M. Graham; Boston Circuit, 1873-74; Atlanta Circuit, 1875; Kelly- 
ville Circuit, 1876-77. At the annual Conference at Sulphur Springs, 
1878, on account of a throat affliction, he was granted the Super- 
annuate relation. This relation he held for two years. Becoming 
effective he served the Boston Circuit in 1880-81; Plano Charge 
1882-83-84-85; Farmersville, 1886-87; Clarksville, 1888; Pittsburg, 
1889. The years of 1890-91 were served as financial agent of North 
Texas Female College; Brookston, 1892; Atlanta, 1893; Timpson, 
1894-95; Presiding Elder of the Beaumont District, 1896-97-98-99; 
Troupe Station, 1900-01-02; Mineola, 1903; Financial Agent of the 
Alexander Collegiate Institute, 1904-05-06-07. The latter part of 
1907 he was in charge of Cameron Station; Chappel Hill, 1908; Somer- 
ville, 1909; Hempstead, 1910. With this year his active labors in the 
ministry ceased. 

Since the Conference of 1911, Brother Milam has sustained the 
superannuate relation. This relationship to the Conference, jhe 
came into with no complaining spirit. He knew the time had come for 
the trying work of the pastorate to rest upon others. 

He loved his brethren of the ministry, and treated them, as love 
treats men. There was in him the spirit that did not behave itself 
unseemly. As a preacher, if not especially attractive, he was a good 
preacher; sound in doctrine, as held by Methodism. His faith in 
God, his soundness in morals, his noble life-purpose, his proper re- 
lation to right things, gave force to his message that mere fluency 
could not have given. As a man he was both kind and true. On 
hearing of his death, one of his intimate acquaintances remarked 
that “T. J. Milam was the soul of honor.” In his home he was 
trusted as a husband, he was loved as a father; and his devotion 
co home was peculiarly beautiful. 

In the month of October, 1873, Thomas J. Milam and Miss Olivia 
Elizabeth Bridges were united in the bonds of matrimony. On 
the 9th day of April, 1917, at Lufkin, Texas, Brother Milam closed 
his eyes to the things of this world, and the following day, was 
buried with his faithful wife, who died one day in advance of her 
husband.

Mrs. Olivia Elizabeth Milam was the daughter of Elias Bridges 
and wife, of Claiborn County, Mississippi. She was born January 
17, 1851, and died April 8, 1917. At the age of thirteen she united 
with the Methodist Church. That she lived well may be abundantly 
attested by all who knew her in her daily life. 

In the month of October, 1873, she was married to T. J. Milam, 
then “on trial” in the North Texas Conference. Those were days 
of hardships and of meagre support; but this was a happy marriage 
and two spirits had been united to travel together in love, doing 
God’s work as directed by their Church. In these difficult fields 
they knew how to be hard pressed without complaint. Her husband 
always thought of her as “a help meet for him.” With a calm 
and quiet spirit, with cheerfulness and grace, she performed the 
duties of wife, mother, and friend. She brought to the preacher’s 
home those higher qualities which are of more value than gold. She 
shared with her husband the conviction that the Methodists had 
not only the best Church polity but, also, that they were committed 
to that policy. For years her health had not been good, but patience 
and cheerfulness were hers until the end. 

Since his retirement from the active duties of the ministry, 
Brother and Sister Milam had been members of the home of Mr. 
Homer Garrison, Lufkin, Texas,— Mrs. Garrison being their daugh- 
ter. The other children are Mrs. Frank Andrews and Allen B. 
Milam, Beaumont, Texas, and Hugh Milam of Lufkin. 

On April 8th, 1917, the children all present, both parents being 
sick, but without cause for immediate alarm, the mother closed 
her eyes to things mortal. Brother Milam, in another room, was 
informed that his companion had gone. From that moment it 
was evident that this old soldier of the Cross would soon join her. 
For forty and four years, together they had shared mutual joys 
and sorrows, it was befitting that their bodies should be laid in the 
earth side by side. 



REV. WILBUR FISK PACKARD. 

Wilbur Fisk Packard, son of Erastus White Packard and Lucinda 
Rush Russell, was bom at White Sulphur Springs, Ga., Dec. 21, 1855. 
The Civil War left his parents financially embarrassed, and as a 
poor boy of nineteen he started to Texas in 1874. While resting 
in the forest all the loneliness of a homesick boy came over him. 
He fell at the foot of the Cross, and promised God if He would be 
his friend he would do anything He wanted him to. He immediate- 
ly joined the Methodist Church at Green Hill, Arkansas. The re- 
mainder of the trip to Texas became a triumphant march. Two years 
later he was teaching school at Reagors, Texas. One of his pupils, 
a Methodist girl, Miss Eugenia S. Aycock, to whom he was mar- 
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ried in 1877. Three weeks before his going, in speaking of her to 
me, Dr. Packard said, “She is the most wonderful woman I ever 
knew. Beautiful of face and form, noble and pure in character, 
sweet and lovable in disposition, my admiration and love for her 
have broadened and deepened during each of these forty years.” 
To them two children were born, Jno. E. Packard, now rep- 
resentative of a large business in Montevideo, South America, and 
Mrs. Dr. L. L. McDonald, St. Joseph, Missouri. 

He was admitted on trial into the Northwest Texas Conference 
at Waco, in 1880, and appointed Junior Preacher on Reagors Cir- 
cuit; 1881-1882 at Stephensville. Transferred to the Tennessee Con- 
ference to go to school. A few months later transferred to Colorado, 
serving Albuquerque, Pueblo, and St. Paul’s Denver, four and one- 
half years. Transferred to the Missouri Conference in 1888; Fayette, 
1 year; Carrollton, 2 years; Fulton, 4 years; Columbia, 2 years; 
Francis Street, St. Josephs, 4 years; Hannibai, 1 year. At the close 
of his pastorate at Columbia he was elected a delegate to the 
General Conference at Baltimore. While at St. Joseph, Central 
College unanimously conferred upon him the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity. Transferred to Texas Conference in 1902. Tyler, 4 years; 
Marshall, 3 years; First Church, Houston, 4 years; Marlin, 1 year; 
San Antonio, 1 year; Trinity Church, El Paso, 9 months, when he 
was taken sick, July 11, 1916. August 15th he was brought to 
Marlin, where he was confined to his bed four and one-half months. 
He was taken to St. Joseph, Missouri, and died a few days later at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. L. L. McDonald, January 13, 1917. 

Dr. Packard was a marvelous preacher, known throughout the 
church as one of the really great preachers of his age. But to 
those who knew him most intimately he was above all “The Great 

Friend.” In the few months association with him I learned to love 

him like a brother. A few weeks before his death, after the phy- 
sician had told him the end was near, I sat by his side and list- 

ened for two hours to some of the most beautiful and eloquent 
sentiments that I have ever heard from human lips. His body was 
perishing, but his mind was as clear as a bell. He said, in part: 
“I have fought a good fight. I might not always have fought the 
best, but forgetting those things that are behind, I have followed 
after. My life has been as happy and successful as I would allow 
God to make it. Christ alone saves. Tell the brethren to preach 
the great doctrines. Life is too short to waste. God is love. I 
do not believe in the sentimental idea that God is sweetness to the 
extent that He is not just. But the wrath of God has no terror for 
me. God is as good as Jesus. Dying is but a birth into the eternal. 
Tell my friends and brethren of the Texas Conference that I shall 
see them and all the saints.”

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WILLIAM BYRD JONES. 

William Byrd Jones was born in Union Hill, Texas, June 7, 1851, 
and died September 9, 1917. 

At the age of twenty- two. Brother Jones married to Mary San- 
ford Breeding, and to them were born the three daughters now 
living in Houston — Mrs. I. L. Campbell, Mrs. Jno. N. Steele and 
Miss Althea Jones, — and the oldest of the family, a son, who by 
several years, went before his father into the other world. The 
wife of his young manhood and mature years, mother of these 
children, also preceeded our friend into the land of light and peace. 
Seven grand children, three of the son, deceased, and two in each of 
the houses of Mrs. Campbell and Mrs. Steele, make up the im- 
mediate family. 

For more than thirty years, W. B. Jones was connected with 
various business enterprises in Houston and it is but sober truth 
to say, no other man in the city was held in higher esteem by his 
associates and there has not been here a man more universally 
respected and loved. 

It was not as a business man, however, that Brother Jones made 
his best contribution to his generation; nor yet as a social service 
worker, though he was a member of many organizations and gave 
without stint of time, money and effort. His greatest love and 
loyalty, his most earnest endeavor found expression in his zeal for 
his church.

Friends made St. Paul's church wonderfully beautiful on his 
funeral day; costly floral tributes and simple modest ones were in- 
terwoven; for the rich and the poor together coveted the privilege 
of acknowledging their debts of gratitude for his life.

MRS. PATIENCE NORTON ALEXANDER. 

In the passing of Mrs. Patience Norton Alexander, the oldest on 
the Honor Roll of the Texas Conference, was transferred to the church 
triumphant. 

No longer to claim an humble appropriation at the hands of our 
Joint Board of Finance, she is now a rightful claimant upon the ever- 
lasting bounty of the better world.

Sister Alexander was the first President of the Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Society of the Texas Conference. 

Till her sight failed her she was quite active in church work. 

She grew old sweetly and gracefully. April seventeenth (17th), 
1917, she died at Chappel Hill, Texas, where she had lived thirty- 
five (35) years. 

Her many friends, old and young, esteemed her highly. 

She did not drop out of the lives of her friends on account of her 
extreme old age. She entertained a number or her friends at a din- 
ner given on her ninetieth (90th) birthday. She will be missed by 
her devoted grand-daughter, Miss Annie Lide, and many others who 
admired and loved her.

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Standing Rules of the Texas Conference 

1. The Presiding Elders shall constitute a committee to nomi- 
nate the Boards and Standing Committees of this Conference from 
time to time. 

2. The Committee on Memoirs shall be appointed at the same 
time that the other boards and committees are appointed, and shall 
hold four years. 

3. The Committee on Admissions shall be appointed at the same 
time that the other boards and committees are appointed, and shall 
hold four years. 

4. The editor and publisher of the Conference Journal shall be 
elected by the Conference at the same time the other boards and com- 
mittees are appointed and shall hold four years. 

5. All reports of committees and boards, and resolutions present- 
ed to the Conference shall be made in duplicate, one for the Secretary 
and one for the editor of the minutes; and the memoirs of deceased 
preachers shall be in triplicate, so that there may be one for the 
editor of the General Minutes also. 

6. The Presiding Elder of each district shall be required to fur- 
nish the secretary, as early in the year as he can, an official copy of 
the assessments made for the conference collection by the district 
stewards against each charge in his district, including the assess- 
ment for the presiding elder and preacher in charge, and such 
assessments shall be copied by the secretary in the statistical tables 
of the Conference and shall be official. 

That when, owing to the division of a charge, or for any other 
cause, any changes are made in the assessments of a charge as first 
made, the presiding elder shall report the change at once to the 
secretary, so that he may make the correction in the tables. 

7. The secretaries and treasurers of the boards and committees 
shall combine their reports into one, so that there shall only be one 
report for each board or committee, and that the Joint Board of Fi- 
nance apportion all the assessments. 

8. The Treasurer of this Conference shall close its books for re- 
ceipt of money for the Conference year at 12 o’clock noon sharp on 
the third day of the Conference session. All moneys coming to him 
after this time shall be disposed of as if of the following year. 

9. Pastors reporting moneys to the Conference treasurer later 
than noon sharp on the third day of the Conferense session shall not 
enter such amounts so reported in their statistical reports of the cur- 
rent year, but they shall be reserved for the ensuing Conference year. 
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10. Presiding Elders shall be ineligible to membership in any of 
the Conference standing committees and boards, including Examina- 
tion Committees. The appointment of any member of any board as 
P. E. shall automatically create a vacancy. Effective Conference of 
.1915. 

11. A committee of five members shall be elected at the begin- 
ning of each quadrennium to serve during said time, who shall com- 
pute the scale of the distribution of assessments to the various dis- 
tricts. 

12. The Bishop to preside and the Presiding Elders shall appoint 
some one to preach upon some phase of Christian doctrine on the 
evening preceding the first session of the Conference.
